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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most neariy connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
This claim recites that the fluoropolymer comprises microspheres which is not described 
in the specification. 

4. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 1 recites "nanoparticles" which is indefinite 
since it does not refer to a particular size, i.e. 1 micron is 1 ,000 nm and would thus meet 
the claim terminology as written. 

Claims 7 and 8 contain the trademark/trade name Viton or Teflon Where a 
trademark or trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a 
particular material or product, the claim does not comply with the requirements of 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. See Ex parte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 
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1982). The claim scope is uncertain since the trademark or trade name cannot be used 
properly to identify any particular material or product. A trademark or trade name is 
used to identify a source of goods, and not the goods themselves. Thus, a trademark or 
trade name does not identify or describe the goods associated with the trademark or 
trade name. In the present case, the trademark/trade name is used to identify/describe 
specific fluoropolymers and, accordingly, the identification/description is indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1, 3, 5, 6, and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Dixon et al(5,717,159). 

Dixon et al discloses a composition that comprises aluminum of size 200-500 
angstroms and polytetrafluoroethylene powder (see abstract), 

7. Claims 1 ,2, 5, 6, and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Ochi et al(5,565,710). 

Ochi et al discloses a composition that comprises boron of .1 micron (col. 3, 
Iines9-1 1 ) and Viton (see comp. ex. 1 ). 

8. Claims rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hohmann et 
al(6,1 32,536). 
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Hohmann et al discloses a composition that comprises Viton and graphite with 
particle size less than 1 micron (col. 14, lines 1-11).
